"Yet this Gov 
crnmental premium on paper money did not at 
all check the desire to turn it, at a prescribed 
loss of five per cent, into money which the 
Government had decreed to bo available. 

Then the bank notes were decreed to be a 
legal tender, and heavy penalties imposed for 
refusing to receive thorn in all transactions. 
To prevent the hoarding of coin, a decree for- 
bade the lidding of more than live hundred 
francs in specie at a time, under heavy pen- 
alty. This was intended to bring all the coin 
into the hank — which was tho public treasury 
— in exchange for its notes. Then, to prevent 
the conversion of the coin into plate, a de- 
cree prescribed a limited weight nnd manu- 
facture for all articles of gold or silver. To 
offset the depreciation in the bank notes, which 
took place in spile of all these measures, the 
coin was debased one third. Some of the re- 
sults of these stringent measures to force the 
circulation of paper money by Government 
decrees arc thus -tated by Thiers : 

Violent and vuxauous ns the measures were 
to sustain the credit of the notes, they were 
insufficient to give them a value which they 
did not possess. No ono wished to make use 
of them ; dishonest debtors alone used them 
to pay their debts. Le >ees paid their rent in 
notes, which operation relieved many of them 
who were much involved. The nobility, es- 
pecially, paid all their debts in this way, and 
thus relieved their ertatos from the mortgages 
with which they were encumbered. Law thus 
accomplished a part of what he had promised ' 
them, by furnishing them with a means ol'j 
freeing themselves from debt. But if tho

Tho same desperate resorts continued, with- 
out preventing the rapid depreciation of the 
notes of the bank.

Then tho coin which had 
been debased one-third by recoining, was re- 
duced in nominal value one-third without ro- 
coining; but this arbitrary depreciation of 
the coin nominally thirty per cent, below tho 
bank notes, failed to bring it to tho bank in 
exchange for them at par. For tho transac- 
tions of trade this legal tender was used 
nt a regular discount of sixty per cent. 
Various arbitrary measures continued to be 
tried until amid wide spread ruin and Gov- 
ernment repudiation, tli" sy-tcm finally broke 
down and was abolishud within a year of the 
time of its greatest credit. 

This was an attempt to turn the public 
debt into currency. The subsequent decrees, 
arbitrary- as they were, were sincero attempts 
to enforce that which made the notes a legal 
the other hand, j tender. Is there anything in the circum- 
uidst, as aiming) stances of this or any other country that will 
prevent the same cause producing the same 
effect in the same proportions ? On tho con- 
trary, the greater foreign commerce of nations 
at this time makes currency find its level, and 
takes the bottom out of an inflation quicker 
than in ancient times whyn foreign commerce 
was small. And our Government cannot re- 
tard the bursting of the financial bubble by 
penalties to force the currency of its notes, as 
was done in France.

EEMOCKATIC STATE CONTENTION AT IN- 
DIANAPOLIS. 

Address of the Hon. T. A. Hendricks. 

The President then (Hon. T. A.Hendricks) 
addressed tho Convention at length, the fol- 
lowing being a synopsis of his remarks: 

Civil war is upon upon us. For ita exist- 
ence the Democratic party is not responsible. 
For many years we have admonished those 
who favored a sectional party of its danger — 
in the sentiments of Washington's Farewell 
Address, that the greatest danger to bo appre- 
hended to our country, was tho formation of 
geographical parties — wo havo advocated 
■'those doctrines which we believed fair and 
equal to all sections; and which could havo 
been adopted without wounding the prido, 
or stimulating the arrogance of either. 7 ' Our 
appeals were disregarded. Sectional pride, 
prejudice, and hutred in one section produced 
the same scntiments'in tho other; and of this 
sectional strife was begotton our present 
troubles. The war is — upon us — "wickedly 
provoked on the one side, and in folly and 
sin, and without sufficient cnuse commenced 
on the other. " With secession upon the one 
Land, and sectional interference with South- 
ern Rights upon the other, wo hold no sym- 
pathy. Our most earnest desire is for the re- 
storation of the Union upon tho basis of tho 
Constitution, and, for myself. I will give an 
honest support to all constitutional and prop- 
er measures, adopted by the Administration 
to that end ; and I will as earnestly oppo-e 
all acts in violation of the Constitution, and 
in suppression of liberty, because of my ven- 
eration for that solemn compact of our fathers, 
and because such policy renders the Union 
impossible, by obliterating tho Union senti- 
ment of the South, -and giving aid and com- 
fort to its enemies. "» 

What are we to do with the negroes of the 
South, in connection with the war? is asked 
upon every hand. Before answering that, let 
mo ask, for what purpose is the war-waged? 
If, as the President does profess, and the sol- 
diers in the field believe, it is to suppress a 
rebellion; to restore tho Union, and to estab- 
lish the Constitution and the supremacy of 
the laws, then I answrr, with the negro slave 
and his condition, we havo nothing to do ; 
nothing whatever, cither as a purpose, inci- 
dent, or consequence of tho war. If the 
Constitution lie restored, in its authority, over 
-all tho States, then tho Constitution itself re- 
fers tho condition of tho colored race to the 
authority of the States, and by its own pro- 
visions excludes Federal jurisdiction. Bill 
beyond that, how is the negro to be made an 
element of strength for the suppression of tho 
rebellion? Cameron and his supporters of 
the Republican party .say, put arms in their 
hands. For what purpose 7 Are thcro not 
as many men in the North ready to fight as 
we can arm and feed and clothe and pay? Or 
is it true, that outnumbering the South, near- 
ly as three to one, the North falters and fails 
and must call the negro to the rescue? I 
would call upon my countrymen to visit with 
the universal indignation and scorn the mis- 
creant who entertains so base an opinion of 
the Northern strength and Northern courage. 
Ignorant of tho uso of arms, and lacking 
those high intellectual and moral qualities 
that make the efficient soldier, the negro can , 

win no battlo, where the men of the North are | ever sing, rather than take your promises to 



lion of which, per.-ons of the same class will 
be thrown upon thorn for disposal. In such 
case, I recommend that Congress provide for 
accepting such persons from such States, ac- 
cording to some mode of valuation, in lieu, 
pro taiito, of direct taxes, or upon some other 
plan to be agreed on with such States respec- 
tively; that such persons, on such acceptance 
by the General Government, be at once deem- 
ed free." The proposition amounts to Just 
this: "She public expenditures are now so enor- 
mous that a direct tax is inevitable; the Con- 
stitution of the United States, Art. 1, Sec. 1!, 
provides that '-direct taxes shall bo appor- 
tioned among the several States, which may 
be included in this Union, according to their 
respective numbers;" the tax must be so ap- 
portioned and imposed, but when we come to 
collect the taxes, if any State, as, for instance, 
Kentucky, will free tho negroes, wo will re- 
ceive such freed negroes in payment of her 
portion of the tax according to their value, 
to be ascertained by appraisement. A fair 
construction of tho Constitution requires not 
onlv that the direct tax shall bo imposed up- 
on all the States equally, but that it shall also 
bo collected from them equally in proportion 
to their numbers. According to the Presi- 
dent's recommendation, Indiana would pay 
her tax in money, to he. used for tho common 
benefit; but Kentucky might par in the slaves 
of her people, at a valuation, but as soon as so 
received they are to ,- be at onco deemed free." 
Such is the war policy of tho Administration, 
defeating revenue instead of furnishing it. 

But tho question occurs, in what way are wo 
to provide for the manumitted slaves they 
will become dependent upon us, and must bo 
provided for in sumo way," tho President 
says. He gives us his plan. After recom- 
mending that negroes be taken from States in 
payment of the direct tax, he goes on to re- 
commend "that in any event steps bo taken 
for colonizing both classes, (or tho one first 
mentioned, if tho other shall not be brought 
into existence,) at some placo or places, in a 
climate congenial for them. * * * 
To carry out the plan of colonization may in- 
volve tho acquiring of territory, and also the 
appropriation of money beyond that to be ex- 
pended in the territorial acquisition. ' Presi- 
dent Lincoln does not inform us on what part 
of tho globe we are to purchase tho territory 
for the free negroes, except that bo suggests 
that it must be where tho climate iscongenial.

What think you of this description of the 
modern Eden, the Elysium, which the Presi- 
dent would have us buy for tho weary chil- 
dren of Africa? Hut what is to be the cost of 
its acquisition? Perhaps only a few hundred 
millions. This presents the disagreeable and 
embarrassing suggestion which .Mr. Lincoln 
has not met, that, wo may not have the gold 
on hand that wo can conveniently spare. 
But perhaps wo can buy with Treasury notes, 
and tbey may be multiplied as the leaves on 
the trees, or the sands upon the sea shore. 
But if John Bull should be the owner, he is 
not in temper with us just now, and may 
prove churl enough to say, I will keep my 
land of orange groves whero the nightingales 



driven back. What General would go into 
battlo trusting to black regiments for his 
strength? and what regiment made up of the 
proud men of Indiana, would stand in a bat- 
tle, where thoy must lean for support upon 
armed negroes? 

Another class, too cowardly to fight, and 
too malevolent to bo gratified by the results 
of civilized warfare, demand a carnival of 
blood, and feast of horrors, and scenes of ser- I 
vile insurrection. Our fathers detested tho j 
foe that would incite tho forest savage to ( 
scenes of midnight massacre, and the jiidg- i 
ment of enlightened ami civilized humanity 1 
condemns an appeal to the cupidity or lust 
of the soldiery. Shall we, then, who have in 
keeping the honorable memories of our 
fathers : who are amenable to the judgment 
of tho civilized nations, shall we invoke to our 
aid the negroes of the South, calling up the 
foul spirit of insurrection, and making in- 
discriminate and uncontrolled war upon men, 
women, and children, amid scenes too horri- 
ble to bo described, and too wicked to bring a 
blessing. As I believe our soldiers arc strong 
and bravo, I denounce it as an insult to them ; 
and as I am jealous of our good name and fair 
fame, I would make proclamation of it as a 
thing so atrocious as to consign us to infamy, 
in the eyes of the civilized world. 

There is yet another class who demand, 
some say a purpose, and others as a conse- 
quence of tho war, the emancipation of the 



pay. 



In a military point of view, there is weak- 
ness, embarrassment, and burden in the prop- 
osition, and no strength. "Without emancipa- 
tion and its evils, the slaves, found in the 
neighborhood of the camps, may be used to 
relieve the soldiers of exhausting labor. 
Owing service to their masters, they may be 
required. to render that service to the Govern- 
ment ; but if made free, it will bo at their 
discretion and pleasure whether they relievo 
the soldiers in tho trenches and upon the 
breastworks ; at least such is tho view of the 
Administration, as expounded by tho Secre- 
tary of War, who says : "The Government 
has no power to hold slaves, none to restrain 
a slave of his liberty, or to exact his service. 
It has the right, however, to use the volun- 
tary services of slaves, liberated by war from 
their rebel masters. " 

If the slaves bo freed by the act of the Gov- 
erntnent, and the masters thereby discharged 
from tho care and responsibility of their main- 
tenance, that burden at once falls upon tho 
Government. That is tho doctrine of tho 
Administration. In his last message. Presi- 
dent Lincoln says: " Under and by virtue of 
the act of Congress, entitled an act to eonfls. 
cato property used for insurrectionary pur- 
poses, approved August G, 1801, tho legal 
claims of certain pursons to the lahor and 
service of certain other persons, have become 
forfeited; and numbers of the latter, thus 
liberated are already dependent on the United 
States, and must be provided for in somo 
way. " Tho argument of the Secretary of 
War and the President amount to just this : 
Uy tho authority and act of the Government, 
the slaves aro made free, because Of the rebel- 
lion of the masters, and being free, the Gov- 
frnment can not exact their services; invol- 
untary servico would make them slaves, and 
tne Government can not hold slaves ; but be- 
ing free by her act, they are dependent upon 
tho United States, "and must be provided for 
in somo way. '' That is tho emancipation 
policy of tho Administration. As a war 
measure, to give strength to the North, what 
do you think of it ? You will observe we 
can not " exact servico " from the manumit- 
ted slave — ho is to work or not work, as suits 
his pleasure. That alternative being present- 
ed, tho negro does not work. But he is to be 
" provided for in somo way." What will 
that provision cost, when more than 3.000,1100 
slaves belonging to masters who go with the 
H mth, aro liberated ?- That will depend 
largely upon the number of Republican Com- 
missaries detailed to tho service, and whether 
the present per cent, of profit is continued, 
and upon the number of missionaries that are 
sent among this interesting people, to prepare 
tiu-u for liberty, equality, and fraternity. 

But Mr. Lincoln is not content with an ml- 
vwcacy of emancipation by the United States, 
but ho proposes to encourage the States to 
adopt the same policy. He goes on to say: 
"Besides this, it not impossible that sortie 
of the States will pass similar enactments for 
their own benefit respectively, and by opera- 



Clay and Jackson and Webster, and states- 
men of that class, regardod the colonization 
of the negroes as a work of such enormous 
cost, as not to bo undertaken by the Govern- 
ment, even when at peace and free of dobt, 
but in the midst of a civil war — trade and 
commerce disturbed, our sources of revenue 
impaired — with our industry paralyzed and 
a national debt accumulating at tho rate of 
nearly two millions per day, the wisdom and 
statesmanship that now manage our public 
affairs commends it as feasible and desirable. 
| When we see such stupendous folly, united 
1 to a most abandoned corruption and wicked- 
| ness, we can not too earnestly strive torescue 
the Government from such control. 

Emancipation, then, as a war measure, is 
weakness, and not strength — a burden, and 
not a support — and can. be adopted only as 
a means of revenge to destroy the South, but 
not to restore the Union, and to that aspect 
of the question I call your attention. 

As a party, tho Democracy of tho North- 
west, have not been sectional, but havo advo- 
cated equality of rights and privileges to all, 
and thus far havo even conceded that Now 
England and Pennsylvania might have tho 
revenue policy of tho United States so ad- 
justed as to give them an advantage of from 
twenty to forty per cent, upon their labor — 
I more than could bo given to our labor. But 
we aro now being so crushed that if we and 
our children are not to become the "hewers of 
wood and drawers of water'' for tho capital- 
ists of New England and Pennsylvania, we 
must look to tho interests of our section, and 
for the first time in my life I intend to speak 
as a sectional man. 

Wean' not a manufacturing people, and can 
not well become such; our wealth must come 
from the cultivation of the soil, and it is 
for those heavy and bulky articles that re- 
quire a convenient market and cheapness of 
transportation. A foreign demand will en- 
rich thoso regions from which there is con- 
venient and cheap approach to the ocean, but 
it can not greatly benefit us ; our corn and 
wheat, hogs and cattle, are so weighty and 
bulky and before they reach theses coast much 
of their value is lost in the cost of transpor- 
tation. And this must continue, for railroad 
transportation can not become cheap. Tho 
malign policy of the party now in power is 
the enactment of the tariff of last summer, 
which in ordinary times will l o prohibitory 
and defeat revenue, and which makes us buy 
at high prices and sell at low prices, and 
which will impair our foreign market, has 
therefore been partially defeated by the short 
crops in Europe, causing a larger foreign de- 
mand for breadstuff's than wo have enjoyed 
perhaps since 1847; yet, with an extraordin- 
ary foreign demand for all we have to sell, 
what is our condition ? Sixteen months sinco 
and we have tho answer. Our hogs were then 
worth from four to five dollars per hundred ; 
they are now worth from two to two dollars 
and fifty cents. Our corn and wheat and cat- 
tle have fallen almost in like proportion. And 
further to the West I understand the losses 
aro still greater, to that degree that in some 
localities in Illinois the useful and valuable 
article of corn is being burned as the cheap- 
est fuel. To estimate our losses in Indiana 
for this year is difficult; but we may assume 
upon pork the following : Upon each 100 lbs. 
$2 and an average weight of 260 lbs. gives 
a Joss of $5 on each hog. Upon our railroad 
there have been shipped 100,000 head, and 
assuming that to bo one tenth of the hogs in 
tho State, the entire stock for market in the 
State for this vear is 1,000,000, and our losses 
upon pork $5,000,000. 

It is probably safe to assume an equal lo?« 
upon each of tho articles of corn, wheat, and 
other stock, making tho loss to the agricul- 
tural interests of Indiana $20. 000.000. These 
estimates aro not reliable, and are not given 
as such, but rather as illustrations. The main 
fact is that our losses are enormous. In the 
reflective mind the inquiry arises. Why is 
this so? It is not for tho want of a foreign 
demand; we havo that in an increased de- 
gree; it. is not in the scarcity of money — that 
is abundant for all the wants of our trade — 
but the answer is in the fact that we are cut 
off from our Southern market. It is a striking 
fact in contrast, that ths Eastern State", du- 
ring the last nine months, have accumulated 
more wealth than during tho sane- time at 
any period of their history. For the want of 
the Southern market, the men of Indiana lose 



nenrl}- one-half the rewards of their labor. 
VS hy that market is of Such value to us is appa- 
rent upon a moment's reflection ; the trans- 
portation of our heavy and bulky products 
upon the river is easy and cheap — it is the in- 
terest of the South mainly to employ her la- 
bor in tho production of rice, sugar, hemp, 
tobacco, and cotton, particles which wo do not 
produce.) and to depend upon and buy from 
us tho production of our lauds and labor. To 
encourage and stimulate the people of the 
South in theproduction of their peculiar com- 
modities, that they may be large buyers from 
us, and so long as tho "grass grows and the 
water runs, " will bo the true interest of the 
Northwest; and that political party that 
would destroy that market is our greatest 
foe. 

Most earnestly, then, do I call upon the 
men of Indiana to consider what President 
Lincoln seems to favor, what Cameron urges, 
what the Republican members of Congress, 
in caucus, have determined upon, and what 
bills now pending in Congress contemplate 
the freedom of the negroes in the rebel States 
— in a word the de-truction of Southern labor, 
and the ruin, forever, of our rich trade and 
the value of our products. 

Impelled by a false philanthropy, England 
has ma lo her rich Islands a luxuriant waste 
and wilderness, the trade of which is worth 
no more than one of the jewels in the Queen's 
crown. Are we now, who have for ourselves 
and the generations yet to come such impor- 
tant interests involved, to consent to such 
policy toward tho great and fertile regions 
upon the Gulf of Mexico? 

The first and highest interest of the North- 
west is in tbo restoration and preservation of 
the Union upon the basis of the Constitution; 
and tho deep devotion of her Democracy to 
tho cause of the Union is show n by its fidel- 
ity in the past, but if tho failure and folly 
and wickedness of the party in power render 
a union impossible, then the mighty North- 
west must take care of herself and her own 
interests. She must not allow the arts and the 
finesse of New England to despoil her of her 
richest commerce and trade, and to render her 
labor wholly subservient to our Eastern sec- 
tional and selfish policy — eastern lust of pow- 
er, commerce, and gain. 

I know the potent appeal that has been 
made to our prejudice, upon the charge that 
slave labor is in competition with tho free 
labor of tho North ; but I know also that it is 
not founded in fact. Tho cultivation of rice, 
sugar, cotton, tobacco, and hemp is not in 
competition with our labor, but in aid and 
support of it. With the gold which the 
Southerner receives for tho sale of his crops, 
ho purchases our products, and thus secures 
to our labor its high rewards. But if we dis- 
turb the institutions, as our fathers approved 
thorn — if wo free the negroes of the South, 
what are the consequences upon us? Large 
numbers of the negroes would seek the North, 
expecting to meet a peculiar sympathy, and 
fine of two results would follow : either they 
would not work, and thus bo supported out of 
the earnings of our labor, or they w ould como 
directly in competition with our labor; and 
being of au inferior class, and hot competent 
to do as much work, nor do it as well as the 
white man, our labor would be degraded and 
cheapened ; and the white man would be 
driven to seek employment in competition 
with tho negro, and to accept as the reward 
of his labor, the standard of prices which that 
competition would fix. 

Tho Hon. John G. Davis was called upon,

Opinion of the Report of Secretary Welles. 

TH K BLOCKADE A FAILURE AND THE ''STONE \ 
FLEET'' A CK1ME AGAINST THE lit' MAN- 
KIND.

We return, then, to the report of Mr. Gide- 
on Welles, the Secretary of the Federal 
Navy, for explanation of those hollow or 
enigmatical phrases in which Mr. Lincoln 
boasts that the American navy, created sinco 
the present difficulties began, has performed 
deeds which havo increased the naval renown 
of the United States. No nation has less rea- 
son than we have to underrate the renown of 
the American navy. Seeing that it rc«ts al- 
most entirely upon ihccapturc of the three or 
four English frigates under circumstances of 
extraordinary disparity, and seeing also that 
it- victories were gained entirely by Rnglish 
sailors who had been seduced from our ser. 
vice by a disparity in the rate of wages, which, 
if our Admiralty is not absolutely insane, 
wiil never again occur, we have the best pos- 
sible reasons for respecting that reason. Our 
difficulty is to discover how that renown has 
been increased by the events of the civil 
war. 

That Mr. Gideon Welles has used a certain 
industry in the department under his control 
wo are quito prepared to admit. He tells us 
that on the 4th of March last the effective 
American Navy consisted of only forty-two 
vessels of all classes, carrying 556 guns, and 
about 7,000 men — a very small navy for » 
Power which proposes to defy all the navies 
of tho world, and to take liberties with the 
commercial ships of all nations. He says 
that at the date of his report he had increased 
thissmall naval force to two hundred and sixty- 
four vessels nnd 24.000 seamen. This is cred- 
itabln to Mr. Welles as an official man, but 
I bo result is not exceedingly terrible, especially 
when ho proceeds to tell us how this has been 
accomplished— by hiring all sorts of commer- 
cial vessels and gathering together every 
floiiting thing that would carry a gun. 

Thoso figures represent n naval force which 
would be very terrible to Prussia, which might 
alarm tho fleet of Italy, and which would 
call forth an effort from Spain, but which 
France could easily destroy, and England 
cannot hut hold exceedingly cheap. This 
is not tho navy of a first class Power.* It is 
enough for a people who desire to be at peace, 
but it is ridiculous for a- peopie who insist upon 
being quarrelsome. A little man who holds 
his own against a big man who is trying to 
bully him hns every bystander's sympathies 
in his favor, but nothing is moro contempti- 
ble than a little man who is noisy and offen- 
sive only in reliance upon tho impunity which 
he expects on account of his own weakness 
and the generosity of thoso whom ho insults. 
To sustain tho pretensions of Federal states- 
men to insult neutral nations, Sir. Welles' 
increased navy is still but a contemptible flo- 
tilla. 

Very different, however, is its force as pro- 
portioned to the enemy with which it is im- 
mediately matched. The Confederate States 
have no navy at all ; against them the navy 
of Mr. Welles is as a giant against a dwarf. 
If ever there was an opportunity of gather- 
ing cheap laurels, it has been within the last 
few months, when the Federal Governraont 
had 2(!4 ships and 21,000 men. nnd their ene- 
mies only two or three wretched privateers, 
and some craft fitted for inland navigation. 
Yet we believe the Sumter is still plundering 
the Federal commerce, and wo know that the 
Harvey Birch was burnt close to our shores; 
we see a "sensation heading" in the Inst New 
York papers that '-tho rebels aro blockading 
the channels of Tybee Island, and Fort 
Pulaski j" and we have Mr. Welles own tes- 
timony that, although his navy "continues to 
capture every rebel vessel which showed it- 
self on the Potomac," it ceased to do so "when 
the rebels erected batteries on sundry points 
of the Virginia shores, and thereby rendered 
paa age on the river dangerous! ' We con- 
fess that we are compelled to look beyond 
these facts to discover the reasons for the tone 
of congratulation which runs through Mr. 
Welles' report and to deserve the increase of 
renown claimed for the Federal Navy by Mr. 
Lincoln. Mr. Welles himself seems to think 
some further explanation nccessaiy. He 
urges, therefore, the onerous duties of block- 
ading a coast of three thousand miles in length, 
of tlm active pursuit of privateers, and of the 
organization of naval expeditions. 

This is all very well, but it is necessary to 
show that these duties have been accomplish- 
ed. The naval expeditions have, indeed, 
reached their destination, but, ns they had no 
enemy worth the name of an enemy to meet, 
tho renown of the Federal Navy cannot be 
much raised by what was little moro than 
transport service. Tho privateers have, as 
we said before, not been taken. Tho block- 
ado has been so notoriously a failure that 
nothing but tho extraordinary scrupulousness 
of the European Powers has allowed it to 
continue. Ships have passed in nnd out at 
all times just as they pleased, and, so far as 
tho harbors are concerned, there has nevor 
been any difficulty in getting into them or in 
getting out of them. 

\\ '• have nearly exhausted tho deeds of the 
American Navy during this eventful year. 
One act, however, yet remains unnoticed, and 
it is just possible that it may form the staple 
of Mr. Lincoln's general and very guarded 
allusion to tho great addition of renown so 
recently acquired. This is the act which has 
made the Mayor of Boston and the Governor 
of Massachusetts eloquent with exultation, 
which has excited even the House of Repre- 
sentatives to gratitude. This act is thus dealt 
with by Mr. Gideon Welles: Captain Charles 
Wilkes of the San Jacinto, while search- 
ing in tho West Indies for tho Sumter, re- 
ceived information that James M. Mason 
and John Siidell, disloyal citizens and lead- 
ing conspirators, were with their suite to 
embark from Havana in the English steam- 
er Trout, ou their way to Europe, to promote 



the cause of the insurgents. Cruising in the 
liahamn Channel he intercepted tho Trent, 
on tho 8th of November, and took from her 
those dangerous men whom he brought to the 
United States. His vessel having been ordei- 
ed to refit for service at CharlestoWn, the 
prisoners were retained on board, and con- 
veyed to Fort AVarren, whero tbey were com- 
mitted to tho custody of Col. Uimmick. in 
command of that fortress. Tho prompt and 
decisive action of Capt. Wilkes on this occa- 
sion merited and received the emphatic ap- 
proval of the Department: and if a too gen- 
erous forbearanco was exhibited in not cap- 
turing the vessel which had these rebel ene- 
mies on board, it may, in view of the special 
circa niatancegj and of its patriotic motives, be 
excused ; but it must by no means be permit- 
tod to constitute a precedent hereafter for the 
treatment of any case similar to the infrac- 
tion of neutral obligations by any foreign 
vessels engaged in commerce or the carrying 
trade. 

There is no disputing the boldness of this 
act, nor, indeed, the boldness of this threat ; 
but whether it is likely to increase the renown 
of the Federal Navy futureevents must show. 
Mr. Welles will want more than 24,000 men 
to make good their foolish words. That he 
can get more, and will get more, We are well 
aware, for we do not undervalue the power 
and energy of our rugged kinsmen if thev 
put their heart in a matter; but ho will get 
•little "renown" for bis Department in such a 
cause as that ho so unnecessarily proclaims, or 
against tho antagonist ho so rashly defies. If 
either the discretion of Mr. Welles or the 
ability of Mr. Lincoln is to be estimated by 
their Stato papers, they are not enemies great- 
ly to be feared, either in national or in civil 
warfare

Washington, Jan. 2. 

There is a strong effort being made here, on 
the part of the Administration, to produce 
the impression that all danger of a war with 
England has been averted by the surrender 
of the Confederate envoys. But thoso who 
havo access to the real sources of information, 
know that the very reverse is the fact. In 
diplomatic circles, particularly, it is well 
known that all tho indications, both in Eu- 
rope and here, point to war as inevitable, not- 
withstanding the surrender of the envoys. 
The great fact, stripped of all disguise, is 
simply this, that England is determined on 
opening tho cotton ports of the South, even if 
the doing so involves her in a war with our 
Government. , /Private letters received in this 
city by the last steamers, wrilten by persons 
who huve access to tho best informed political 
circles in London and Paris, stato that tho 
Governments of England, France, and Spain 
have already agreed on a joint course of con- 
duct towards America; that the events of the 
last seven months havo proved to the satisfac- 
tion of those governments that it is impossi- 
ble for the northern to subjugate the southern 
States, because, during all Jhat time, the 
Union armies, now amounting to 000,000 
men, have been unable to penetrate tho south- 
ern territory at any point, but have been re- 
pulsed nnd defeated with loss whenever they 
havo mndo the attempt, as at Big Bethel, Buil 
Kun, and Leesburg; that tho southern States 
have virtually established a government, </e 
facto, having demonstrated their ability to 
maintain their independence nnd ought, there- 
fore, even according to the American rule, to 
be recognized as an independent power; and 
that tho destruction of Charleston harbor is 
inch a violation of international law and of 
the rights of ail neutral nations as cannot be 
passed ovor in silcnco. It is stated by the 
same authority that the agosit of the Confed- 
erate government in Paris had received the 
dispatches which had been confided to the 
careof Mrs. Siidell, and had had an interview 
with tho French Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
at which be presented them; that they con- 
tained an urgent appeal for recognition, nnd 
an offer to Franco of great commercial ad- 
vantages, amounting practically to frco trade, 
but that there was no suggestion as to a 
French protectorate over tho South; that the 
French Minister gave tho Confederate Com- 
missioner to understand that the dispatch 
would bo taken into favorablo consideration, 
but that no formal answer would bo made un- 
til the report of M.Mcrcier (the French Min- 
ister at Washington) on the Trent affair 
should be received at Paris; and that, if the 
United States government should release 
Messrs. Siidell and Mason, the French gov- 
ernment would wait until one of them arrived 
in Paris in person. This langunge on the 
part of M. Thouvenel is susceptible of but one 
interpretation, namely: that Franco is on tho 
point of receiving 3Ir. Siidell as a fully ac- 
credited Envy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary from the southern States. 

You will observe the attempts that are be- 
ing made to get the impression conveyed to 
the country that Mr. Seward s '-settlement'' 
of tho Trent Case has extorted from England 
the concession that she will, in future, respect 
the principle for which we havo always con- 
tended, that the neutral flag is a protection to 
all persons under it who claim that protection. 
But such is not the fact. Lord Lyons has 
made no such concession. Ho has made 
no concession whatever. Mr. Seward was 
compelled to make an unconditional surren- 
der of the rebel envoys, and he received abso- 
lutely nothing in return. 

In Mr. Seward's letter to Lord Lyons of 
December 26, in which he surrenders tho en- 
voys, he takes several positions, which, al- 
though they may bo of present expediency, 
yet will be so damaging to us the moment wo 
aro engaged in a foreign war that we will 
have to abandon them, as we havo had to re- 
pudiate his foolish ofler to give up our inesti- 
mable privilege of privateering. • Among 
them is his attempt to prove that iho persons 
of the envoys were contraband. One of the 
most eminent lawyers now practicing at the 
Supremo Court here, said to do-day that "Mr. 
Seward s authorities on this point are very 
doubtful, and refer to the vessel, nnd not the 
prrxons, which is a very wide distinction. 
They are, too, ca-es, where the vessels were 
sailing from the port of a belligerent to one 
of its own colonics. There is no precedent 
like the Trent case in any of the books. The 
reference to Yattel by Mr. Seward is to tho 
arrest of an anhasandor passing through the 
territory of a l)t:tli(jrrfnt." In this case, the 
ambassadorial charactor of Siidell and Mason 
is carefully ignored by M r. St ward, and the 
authority is wholly inapplicable.
